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AN ACT relating to zoning; to amend section 19-916, Reissue Revised Statutes
of Nebraska; to change provisions relating to additions and
platting; to provide duties; to harmonize provisions; and to repeal
the original section.

Be it enacted by the people of the State of Nebraska,

Section 1. Section 19-916, Reissue Revised Statutes of Nebraska, is
amended to read:

19-916. (1) The proprietor or proprietors of any land within the ___
corporate limits of any city of the first or second class or village, or
contiguous to the same of any land within the area designated by a city of the—————————— —— ——— ———— _______________________________________________________
first class pursuant to subsection (1) of section 16-902 or within the area ______________________________________________________________________________

The lots must shall be designated by ———— _____
numbers, and streets, avenues, and other grounds, by names or numbers. Such
plat shall be acknowledged before some officer authorized to take the
acknowledgments of deeds, and shall contain a dedication of the streets,
alleys, and public grounds therein to the use and benefit of the public, and
have appended a survey made by some competent surveyor with a certificate
attached, certifying that he or she has accurately surveyed such addition and
that the lots, blocks, streets, avenues, alleys, parks, commons, and other
grounds are well and accurately staked off and marked. When such map or plat
is so made out, acknowledged, and certified, and has been approved by the
local legislative body, the same shall be filed and recorded in the office of
the register of deeds and county assessor of the county.

(2) The legislative body may designate by ordinance an employee of ___
such city or village to approve further subdivision of existing lots and
blocks whenever all required public improvements have been installed, no new
dedication of public rights-of-way or easements is involved, and such
subdivision complies with the ordinance requirements concerning minimum areas
and dimensions of such lots and blocks.

(3) Upon approval by the legislative body or its designated agent, ___
such plat shall be equivalent to a deed in fee simple absolute to the
municipality from the proprietor of all streets, avenues, alleys, public
squares, parks and commons, and of such portion of the land as is therein set
apart for public and municipal use, or is dedicated to charitable, religious,
or educational purposes.
